Dangers of Milk as Food. 


This was the title of a very inter- 
esting address delivered by Pro- 
fessor Elliot at the opening meeting 
of the Strathmore Literary and 
Debating Society on Thursday 
Mr J. Petrie presided, and there 
was a fairly good attendance 

In his opening remarks Professer 
Elliot said that milk was an article 
of universal consumption, The 
amount consumed yearly would 
average about 15 gallons per per- 
son. But there were four classes 
lw ho consumed more milk than any 
| others—convalescents, sick people, 
children, and infants, It was there- 
fore an absolute necessity that 
milk be kept pure. Modern medi- 
}cal science had done a great deal 
for the people over five years of age, 
but very little for those under that 

age, as the infant mortality had not 
{shown any marked percentage of 
|decrease. [t was a notorious fact 
that many children were now hand 
fed, and that opened the door to 
disease Infant} mortality was 
targely caused by impure, insanitary 
mill, The known as

herds, has decided to have them hunt- 
ed down. 

He has agreed to furnish any person 
wanting a buffalo with saddle horses, 
guns and all necessary equipment for 
a charge of two hundred and _ fifty 
dollars per buffalo. As the head alone 
is worth five hundred dollars and hide 
one hundred more, the offer of both 
adventure and profit appeals greatly 
to sportsmen, 

Mr. Douglas has issued a circular 
setting forth the perticulars of the 
buffalo hunt and ealling for applica- 
tions for the chase.

Kverything worked all right, and even 
with a broken motor we could have 
gone ahead, but without the equili- 
brator to guide our course we realized 
that we would have to abandon our 
air craft. 

“After passing Nantucket island, we 
went north-east for an estimated dis- 
tance of 140 miles, Our motors were 


not in use, as the fresh westerly breeze | 


was driving us forward et the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour, Our chief 
anxiety was caused by the equilibra- 
tor, which was jerking the ship badly 
as it jumped over the water.

Vancouver.—Western Canada will 
no longer be a dumping ground for 
the surplus output of American saw 
mills. Sy terms of an agreement re- 
cently entered into between the retail 
dealers in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and the British Columbia 
Lumber Mills association, represent- 
ing the saw miils of the interior 
prairie, retailers will no longer handle 
any lumber originating in thé United 
States. 

The arrangement is likely to prove 
effective in excluding the American 
product of millmen to the south, quot- 
ing low prices for their surplus stocks 
when unable to stand the expense of 
establishing independent yards — of 
their own in the Canadian prairie 
regions. 

this will mean the mountain and 
coast millmen will be enabled to ship 
annually at least two hundred million 
‘additional feet of lumber to markets 
jeast of the Rockies. The three- 
cornered agreement has alrealy been 
ratified by the various interested par- 
ties. The coast millmen adopted it 
jut a special meeting held in Van- 
couver, 

It is understood that the movement 
for overcoming American competition 
originated with Messrs, A. D. MeRae, 
genoaval manager of the Canadian 
Western Lumber company, milling at 
Fraser mills, New Westminster, and 
E. J. Palmer, manager of the mills of 
the Chemainus Lumber company at 
Chemainus, Vancouver Island. 

On a recent trip to the prairie prov- 
inces, they took up the matter with 
the retailers, and the present agree- 
ment was the result of their negotia- 
tions. The coast mills recently cut 
I the price of lumber to prairie dealers 
{to the extent of $2 per thousand, the 
price delivered being $21.50 per thou- 
sand.

Fedorenko Must Seek Habeas Corpus

| This appears to indicate that 
new senate will not be a submissive 
institution, but one which the Grand 


council must reckon with. As far back | 


as last June a formal demand was 
made for the immediate convocation 
of a National parliament, the estab- 
lishment of which had heen promised 
for the year 1915. An imperial decree 
!was then issued refusing the demand, 
|which was made by delegates to the 
| provincial assemblies, and was sup- 
|ported by organizations of merchants 
throughout the country. 

The Imperial senate no sooner as- 
sembled on October 10 than the pro- 
vincial delegates formed an opposition 
party and arrayed themselves against 
the throne. The question of parlia- 
ment was brought up daily, and the 
‘demand was made that they should 
have executive and not merely advis- 
lory power. The campaign culminated 
{when impassioned speeches were 
made, in which it was pointed out 
{that a change was imperative for the 
salvation of the country. This plea 
won over a large majority.

Promises to Be the Greatest Spectacle 

| That Has Ever Been Seen 
In London 

London.—New plans are being an- 
nounced almost daily for the Festival 
;of Empire which is to be held at the 
Crystal Palace next spring, and from 
present indications this promises to 
be the greatest spectacle of its kind 
ever held in England. Owing to the 
fact that the coronation will be held 
‘at the same time enormous crowds are

The prairie country could not have 
been built up without having the for- 
ests to fail back upon, for the forests 
must always be a permanent feature 
in civilization. It was sometimes said 
that the time was coming when there 
would be no great necessity tor wood, 
but if the question was studied care- 
fully it would be found that even 
though there were so many substitutes 
for weod, as a matter of fact the con- 
sumption of wood is increasing fast. 

Some people might think tuat the 
Rocky Mountain range is not one of 
the best assets of the country, that it 
would be much better if it was level- 
led down into good agricultural land. 

“T would lke to point out that if the 
Cypress range to the southeast of here 
did not exist, that the water supply 
would be seriously interferred with,” 
he said. “The hills are responsible 
fur the developmnt of irrigation, of 
water powers, and other purposes. 
The elevations are really one of the 
greatest assets of Alberta.” 

There were several lines of policy on 
which they must develop if they came 
to the conclusion that thy were going 
to handle the forests properly. Lands 
should be set apart for forest purposes 
and in doing that it would not be ne- 
cessary to interfere with other inter- 
ests because forests grew on lands that 
are not suitable for anything else. He 
thought the term of “reserve’’ unfortu- 
nate, and that the American words, 
National forests, were more explana- 
tory, because it was not intended that 
they should be shut up from use and 
proper exploitation, It simply meant 
that the nation laid down a policy that 
certain tracts should be administered, 
with the preservation of the forests 
as one of the main objects in view, 

In the Rocky Mountain district they 
had recently set apart reserves on the 
eastern slopes and the first object was 
to reserve timber. With that timber 
it would be possible to develop the 
mining industry. The geological de- 
partment had calculated that there 
were twenty-two and one-half billion 
tons of coal along the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, 

“If you are going to get that coal 
out you are going to require forty- 
five billion lineal feet of wood, and in 
order to get that wood it will take the 
product of nine million acres for sixty 
years,” estimated Mr. Campbell,

Six Hundred Strong They Will Meet 
the Members of Parliament on 
Tariff Question 
Winnipeg.—Arranzements have been 
made by which from five hundred to 
six hundred delegates, representing 
organized farmers of Cenada will meet 
members of the Dominion government 
und of the parliament at Ottawa, to 
present their claims on the tariff ques- 
tion and en other matters in which 

agricultural classes are interested. 
The exeeutive of the Manitoba 
Grain Growers’ association has issued 
a call to each of the two hundred local 
associations to appoint one or more 
members of this delegation. Similar 
action will be taken in Alberta and 
Saskatehewan within the next few 
days. Delegates from the west are ex- 
pected to meet at Winnipeg and pro- 
ceed in two special trains to Ottawa. 


Warning From Strathcona 

London.—Lord Strathcona in his re- 
port on immigretion says: ‘‘Assist- 
ance which is rendered to Canadians 
who become destitute in Europe is a 
jmatter which demands increasing 
amount of time and attention is this 
jdepartment. The fund appropriated by 
parliament for this purpose is a very 
small one and great care has to be ex- 
ercised in its distribution. Some of the 
persons who are assisted in this way 
are young people who believe rightly 
or wrongly that London offers a great 
career to them. Such persons should 
consider well before they decide to 
come to this side and should take 
note of the fact that there is much 
competition in all branches ef hu- 
man effort.”

We are to have five lessons in this 
chapter, the gieaier poruion of whien 
is recorded by mark and Luke also 
‘Lhe first five verses and tne last three 
are in the reguiar oruer of events, two 
days before tne Passover, and Jesus 
again announces that He is to be cru- 
citied (verse 2). 
not only had the chief priests, scribes 


and eiders determined to kill Him, but, 


they were actuaily cousulting as to 
how they could do it in a quiet man- 
her Witnout an uproar, for they feared 
the people. ‘Then entered Satan into 
Judas, surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve, and he went his 
way and communed with the 


tray Him unto them,’ and for thirty 
pieces of silver he agreed to do it in 
the absence of the mu.titude (verse 15; 
Luke xxii, 3-6). Luke also tells us 
that during those last days He was in 
the daytime teaching in the temple, 
and at night He went out and abode 
{in the mount that is called the Mount 
of Olives (xxi, 37). After such a re- 
cord concerning Him whose witnesses 
we are and whose steps we are to fol- 
low shall we ever again complain if 
we are hated for His sake, if one who 
professed to be our fiiend joins the 
enemy against us, 

|. The anointing by Mary is recorded 
by Mark and John also, but not by 
Luke. In Luke vii, 36-50, there is a 
record of an anointing which was also 
in the house of a man called Simon, 
but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the woman is unnamed and was 
confessedly a sinful woman. 

The event of our lesson today was 
six days before the Passover, and it 
was at Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martlia and Mary and 
Lazarus were all present. They made 
Him a supper, and Martha served, and 
Lazarus was one of them that sat at 
the table with Him (John xii, 1, 2). It 
was on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of very precious ointment 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it’ both on His head 
and on His feet as He sat at meat, 
and the house was filled with the odor 
of the ointment. Compare the three 
records, Mary, like the other woman, 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her own tears with which 
she had washed His feet, while Mary 
wiped them after she had anointed 
them with the ointment (Luke vii, 38; 
John xii, 3). In the one case it was the 
heartfelt gratitude of a truly penitent 
sinner, while in the other it was the 
devotion of true worship) and an 
anointing beforehand for His burial, 
for He said so, and He knew her heart 
und her purpose. My own conviction 
is that Mary had received His words 
concerning His cruel death at the 
hands of His enemies and knew that 
it would therefore be impossible for 
His friends to show any kindness to 
His body then, +s far as she could see, 


and she had made preparation and 
had watched for her opportunity, 
which has now come. Can any one 


say that He, knowing all things, had 
not arrenvel this stop at Bethany 
speciaily for her sake? The other wo- 
men, who, [ke Peter and John and 
the rest of His di-ciples, had not re- 
ceived His sayings coneerning His 
sufferings, bougit spiees after His 
death and buriel to anoint His body 
when the Sabbath had passed, but 
they never used them for that pur- 
pose, so that Mary was the only wo- 


man who was privileged to anoint 
Him for burial 

Those who receive «ll His words 
have blessings beyond all others. 
Some one has suggested that in the 
three, Martha, Mary and = Lazarus, 


taken together, we have what consti- 


tutes a well rounded Christian life- 
Lazarus, the power of a resurrection 
life, because that by reason of Him 
many of the Jews went away and be- 
lieved on Jesus (John xii, 11); 
Martha, restful service, because that 


here we do not read of her being cum- 
bered, as on a former occasion; Mary, 
true devotion and worship, for such 
is always costly. David said, “Neither 
wll I offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord my God of that which doth cost 
me nothing’ (II Sam. xxiv, 24). Let 
us ponder as in His sight, the cost 
of our worship of and devotion to 
Him. Financially how does it com- 
pare with our worship of self and the 
world? If we become as devoted to 
Him as Mary was not only will some 
Judas criticise us, bet many profess- 
edly devoted ones will find fault also, 
for, while no one will, perhaps, con- 
demn our love for self and this pres- 
ent world, many will protest against 
too much devotion to Jesus Christ.

MUO HUTS BEING REPLACED. 


James Bryce Assists by Beginning 
England's Loan to trish. 


The mud edifice is becoming a thing 
of the past in Ireland. It was more 
or less picturesque in descriptions of 
the landscape, but it was and is cer- 
tuinly insanitary and often unfit for 
the abode of human beings. 

It still exists too numerously, but 
it has been the aim of the Irish re- 


presentatives for a generation to 
abolish it in favor of habitable cot- 
tages. More than a quarter of # 


century ago the first laborers’ act was 
passed, From 1883 to 1906 20.000 cot- 
tages were erected for the laborers. 
Local authorities had power to borrow 
money from the Goveenment, repay- 
able by installments, and build the 
cottages with the sroceeds, letting 
them ut a charge which covered the 
cost 

The work was slow because the 
rate ut which the money was borrow- 
ed was too high to enable the cottages 
to be let without loss to the rates at 
a price that laborers could pay and 


| because, as is usual in this red tape 


ridden country, a vast amount of 
money had to be spent on procedure, 
which means in the end law costs. 

Then James Bryce came along and’ 
before his departure for Washington 
made his chief seeretaryehip memor- 
able by an act which has done as 
much for the laborers since his day, 
and done it better and cheaner, as 
was done in the previous quarter of 
a century. 

Procedure was simplified, and the 
money was lent upon favorable terms. 
Ireland got a loan of $22,500,000 at 
31-2 per cent., covering both interest 
and sinking fund, with other finan- 
cial advantages thrown in, and cot- 
tages could be erected and let to the 
laborers at rents as low as a shilling: 
and sixpence anc even a shilling a 
week,

SURGEON ON HANDICRAFTS. 


Sir Frederick Treves Says Skill Is 


Passing Away. 


Perhaps some persons would be em 
barrassed for a moment if they were 
asked to describe the ideals which lea 
to the creation of a Philomathie So- 
ciety, or at least until they had had 
lime to reflect that the word “‘mathe- 
matics’ signified to the Greek in the 
first instance the whole field of learu- 
ing, says The Gancet. 
fitting that a society banded together 
by its common love of learning should 
now and then bid as the chief guest 
of its yearly banquet a distinguished 
“xponent cf medical knowledge. 
_Wher the Liverpool Philomathie So- 
ciety invited Sir Frederick Treves re- 
cently to the chair of honor it paid 


its homage to art no less than to sci- | 
ence, and their guest, whose art has 


been shown with pen as well as scalp 
el, devoted his address to the praisa 
of handicraft and in some measure > 
a lament for its decline among men. 
He reminded his audience that 
surgeon is above all the men who uses 
his hands, and after asking wheth?r 
mankind is, as a whole, losing taat 
wonderfal function, he felt constrain- 
ed to answer yes. In spinning, weav- 


ing, sewing, carving, writing, count- | 


less human hands have been fer ages 
employed, with the result that works 
of surpassing excellence and variety 
have been produced. 

None will deny that the.advance of 
handicraft since the days when it was 
confined to the shaping of flints ani 
the preparation of hides for garments 
has been so amazing. as almost to 
stagger: contemplation. But, says Sir 
Frederick Treves, with the prefection 
of mechanical skill the zenith of hu- 
man handicraft has been passed. We 
are losing as a race the capacity for 
the tiner movements of the finger: 
now that the loom, the sewing mach- 
ine and the typewriter have reduc 
the products of a million hands inte 
a soulless level of uniformity. Many 
Instances present themselves to sup 
port the thesis. Metal, instead of be 
ing wrought is cast in moulds; furni 
ture is decorated by stamping mach 
ines; the camera and the electric bath 
have well-nigh killed the engraver’s 
art; and if there still be such crafts- 
men among us as were at once the 
wonder and the glory of the Middle 
Ages, their hands find no similar ex 
pression for their capacities, for ther- 
is only here and there a purchaser for 
slow-wrought, and therefore costly 
wares, 

Sir Frederick Treves sighed for the 
day of hand-made Jace and hand-madk 
boots, and every book lover will join 
with him in his eulogy of the crafts 
eof paper-making and bookbinding 
when carried on by hand. From his 
own profession he drew a striking in 
stance of how the progress of inven 
tion may trend toward the decline o! 
handicraft. He could imagine few 
phases of activity more difficult or 
more subtle thaa that displayed by 
the facile operator in the pre-anaesthe 
tic days. Now there is no eall to be 
brijliant, for the surgeon can proceed 
with easy deliberation and “in place 
of the flashing of a blade is an action 
us studied as a movement, on a ches- 
board.”” He acknowledged that surg 
ery has gained more than it has lost: 
but thought that nevertheless it mx 
longer attains to its former perfectio: 
as a handicraft. 

We cannot wholly indorse Sir Fre 1- 
erick Treves’ view here. The modern 
surgeon is called upon to perform 
manipulations in the depths of the 
abdomen, the pelvis and even in the 
brain itself that never tried the hand 
and eye of the dexterous men whose 
exploits of amputation or lithotomy 
were timed by the second hand of the 
watch. And in any general indictment 
of machinery it must be remembered 
that the machine may be regarded aus 
the extension of the human hand ca!l- 
ed into existence by exercise of the 
highest faculties of the brain. But we 
agree with much of Sir Frederick 
Treve's lament. The hand-made thing 
is always an honest thing, being what 
it professes to be, and often posses-- 
ing a character and beauty that nu 
inachine can ever imitate because it 
lepends upon a human individuality
